(b} Scope of fee. The inspection and certification fee shall cover the cost -
of performing an initial inspection, issuance of the certificate, notlﬁca—
tion of noncompliance, inspections to secure compliance and a final in-
spection for determining compliance. If after an initial inspection, a no-
tice of noncompliance is issued and upon reinspection the unit has not
been brought into compliance, the inspector may charge an additional
fee to offset the cost of further inspection. Any additional inspection re-
quired shall be charged on an actual cost basis including salary and ac-
tual travel expenses. If after an initial inspection, a notice of non-compli-
ance is issued and upon reinspection all the required energy measures
were installed, no additional charges may be made for any further inspec-
tions, Further inspections may be necessary to assure that the proper
energy measures are installed in response to any additional points of non-
compliance.
